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Commission  Unanimously 
Finds  Mirant  Power 
Plant  Plan  Illegal 


Dogpatch 
Nightclub  Zone 
Concerns 
Neighbors

Plans  by  an  East  Bay  businessman  to 
open  a large  after-hours  nightclub  on 
Third  between  18th  and  20th  streets  has 
raised  concerns  among  local  neighbors 
and  businesses  in  fear  of  the  negative 
impacts  it  would  bring. 

Businessman  Peter  Glikshtern  plans  to 
open  a nightclub  in  the  historic  15,000 
'Stjuare  Levin  & Sons  warehouse  at  2225 
Third  St.  The  venue  could  accommo- 
date up  to  1,300  patrons,  and  operate 
from  9:30  pm  to  7 am.  Glikshtern  has 
already  established  smaller  after-hours 
clubs  in  the  Mission  District,  the 
Tenderloin,  and  on  6th  St.  near  Market, 
areas  known  for  public  drug  and  alcohol 
abuse  where  the  local  citizens  would 
welcome  any  legitimate  activity.  He  is 
lobbying  support  from  neighbors  and 
city  officials.  Glikshtern  presented 
his  plans  at  the  February  Dogpatch 
Neighborhood  Assn,  meeting,  and  told 
neighbors  his  new  venue  could  help  re- 
place the  loss  of  Club  Townsend,  a 
larger  2500-person-capacity  after-hours 
club  near  PacBell  Park  that  must  close 
in  July. 

The  club  would  open  in  phases,  starting 
with  700  people  and  eventually  growing 
to  1,300  people,  he  said;  and  admitted 
that  the  club  would  cause  impacts  in  the 


neighborhood,  but  said  he  would  provide 
adequate  security  and  adjacent  parking. 
He  added  that  club  staff  would  clean 
the  neighborhood  of  flyers  and  trash, 
and  he  offered  to  set  aside  "a  substantial 
sum"  from  club  profits  for  community 
projects. 

Most  Dogpatch  and  Potrero  Hill  neigh- 
bors were  not  convinced  that  the  club 
would  benefit  the  neighborhood.  They 
have  already  experienced  negative  im- 
pacts from  after-hours  events  at  Kelly's 
Mission  Rock,  Cafe  Cocomo,  Sno-drift, 
The  Ramp  and  Jelly's.  Since  news  of 
the  proposed  club  surfaced,  letters  have 
poured  into  police  and  City  officials 
urging  against  the  project  permit. 

"After  spending  the  last  four  years 
working  to  get  the  under-untilized  Third 
Street  area  zoned  for  residential  and 
neighborhood-serving  commercial,  I find 
this  ridiculous,"  said  Susan  Eslick, 
president  of  the  Dogpatch  Neighborhood 
Assn.  "We  know  this  proposed  project 
could  ruin  plans  to  create  a vibrant 
residential  community  along  the  Third 
Street  corridor." 

There  are  additional  conerns  about 
operating  hours,  ill-defined  capacity, 
noise  from  loud  patrons  walking  and 
driving  through  the  neighborhood,  park- 
ing trash  and  flyer  problems,  drug  use, 
security,  and  conflicts  with  new  MUNI 
developments  on  Third,  19th,  and 
Illinois  Streets. 

Glikshtern  said  he  has  dealt  with  these 
types  of  issues  at  other  venues.  But 
many  neighbors  felt  his  answers  to  their 
concerns  were  vague,  and  not  relevant 
to  projects  he  has  managed  in  more 
troubled  sections  of  the  Tenderloin, 
Mission,  and  Sixth  Street.  "Opening  a

In  a decision  that  could  save  billions 
of  San  Francisco  Bay  fish  and  force  a 
major  project  redesign,  the  Bay  conser- 
vation and  Development  Commission 
(BCDC)  voted  19  to  0 on  March  25  to  find 
that  Mirant  Corp.'s  massive  proposed 
power  plant  expansion  in  southeast 
San  Francisco  would  violate  the  state's 
McAteer-Petris  Act. 

The  action  marks  the  first  time  a 
public  agency  has  formally  found  that 
Mirant's  proposed  Potrero  Power  Plant 
expansion  would  not  comply  with  the 
agency's  legal  requirements.  BCDC 
forwarded  its  findings  to  the  California 
Energy  Commission. 

Mirant  proposes  to  build  a new  540- 
megawatt  power  plant,  with  a new 
once-through  cooling  system  using  Bay 
water.  Construction  and  operation  of 
the  expanded  once-through  cooling 
system  would  dredge  and  fill  the  Bay, 
suck  an  amount  of  water  equal  to  one- 
third  of  the  Bay  south  of  the  Bay  Bridge 
through  the  plant  annually,  and  discharge 
waste  to  the  Bay.  Projections  based  on 
measurements  made  in  2001  suggest 
that  half  a billion  larval  fish  could  be 
killed  in  the  cooling  system  each  year. 
The  project  could  operate  for  approxi- 
mately 40  years. 


Cooling  towers  are  used  at  other 
power  plants  and  can  avoid  Bay  fill  as 
well  as  this  other  harm  to  the  Bay  that 
would  be  caused  by  Mirant's  proposed 
cooling  system. 

BCDC  found  that  Mirant's  proposal 
would  not  comply  with  the  McAteer- 
Petris  Act  because  Mirant  could  use  a 
cooling  tower  instead  of  once-through 
cooling,  and  the  Act  prohibits  Bay  fill 
when  alternatives  are  available.  The 
agency's  recommendation  significantly 
increases  the  likelyhood  that  Mirant's 
proposal  will  be  redesigned.  The  Energy 
Commission  must  follow  BCDC's 
recommendation  unless  it  finds  that 
cooling  towers  are  not  feasible,  or 
would  cause  greater  environmental 
harm  than  Mirant's  proposal.  Energy 
Commission  staff  recommend  that 
cooling  towers  are  feasible  and  less 
harmful  than  Mirant's  proposal. 

On  Monday,  April  29,  the  licensing 
process  for  the  proposed  power  plant 
enters  a new  phase.  The  Energy  Com- 
mission will  conduct  a public  prehear- 
ing conference  beginning  at  6:30  pm  at 
the  California  Public  Utilities  Com- 
mission Building,  505  Van  Ness  Ave., 

1st  floor.  The  purpose  of  the  confer- 
ence is  to  gather  all  parties,  interested 
agencies,  and  members  of  the  public  in 
order  to  assess  the  parties'  readiness 
for  evidentiary  hearings  which  will 
occur  in  May.  The  public  is  encouraged 
to  attend  and  will  have  an  opportunity 
to  address  the  decision-makers.

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Potrero  Hill  Disappears — 
Dogpatch  Rejoices 


In  a remarkable  development,  The  San  Francisco  Chronicle  wiped  Potrero  Hill  off  the  map  on 
Monday,  March  25.  2002.  The  reaction  on  the  Hill  was  not  immediate  due  to  the  massive  destruction 
wrought  by  this  apparent  tragedy.  The  reaction  in  Dogpatch  was  a bit  different.  “We’ve  had  that  damn 
hill  hovenng  over  us  for  more  than  a century."  said  Joe  Boss,  a resident  of  Dogpatch.  He  noted  that 
wh,le  the  tax  base  had  shnmk  a little  bit.  it  was  likely  that  property  values  in  Dogpatch  might  increase 
substantially. 

Meanwhile  the  devastation  was  immense  on  what  had  been  Potrero  Hill.  The  entire  101  freeway  had 
disappeared  and  only  two  blocks  remained  between  Potrero  Ave.  and  the  280  freeway.  Gone  was  the 
crooked  street  on  Vermont.  Also  missing  was  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House.  The  Potrero  Branch 
Library,  a few  million  square  feet  of  residential  housing,  the  Victoria  Mews,  Goat  Hill  Pizza.  S.F 
Barbecue  and  Ganim's  Market.  Only  Daniel  Webster  School  was  left  standing  on  Missouri  Street.  They 
immediately  petitioned  the  city  to  rename  it  Misery  Street. 

In  questions  to  the  San  Francisco  Chronicle,  it  was  discovered  that  no  one  employed  there  had  ever 
ventured  further  south  than  Fifth  and  Howard  streets,  the  site  of  the  old  M&M  bar  When  asked  if  they 
knew  what  had  happened  to  Potrero  Hill,  they  went  to  check  their  files  but  thought  it  might  have  been 
re-located  to  the  East  Bay  near  Richmond.  “There’s  a Potrero  Ave.  there  too."  said  one  staff  member 
who  remembered  it  from  his  trips  on  the  freeway. 

Former  residents  of  Potrero  Hill  were  last  seen  checking  out  the  lofts  along  Third  Street,  but  as 
expected,  they  complained  about  the  views.

Hit  Piece  Debunked 


Editor: 

Recent  articles  in  daily  newspapers 
have  accused  Senator  John  Burton  of 
using  his  influence  to  kill  student  hous- 
ing at  the  new  UCSF  Mission  Bay  pro- 
ject. What  is  clearly  a chicken  or  egg 
controversy  is  conveniently  explained 
by  Chronicle  columnist  John  King  in  a 
political  hit  piece  in  which  Senator  John 
Burton  "kills  Mision  Bay  project" 
(3/19/02).  The  realities  are  the  hard- 
working folks  from  UC  made  a judgment 
error  and  are  now  crying  foul  to  pre- 
serve their  credibility  within  the  hallow- 
ed halls  of  the  UC  system.  Here's  the 
rest  of  the  story. 

In  1991,  after  10  years  of  controver- 
sial discussions  with  the  city,  Catellus 
delivered  a robust  plan  for  the  develop- 
ment of  the  over  300-acre  Mission  Bay 
site.  The  development  agreements  in- 
cluded building  height  and  bulk  specifi- 
cation, along  with  a building  use  mix  that 
pretty  much  worked  for  everyone  in- 
volved, including  housing  advocates, 
neighborhood  groups,  the  city,  and 
Catellus.  It  subsequently  became  ap- 
parent that  the  financial  realities  de- 
manded that  the  area  be  developed  as  a 
Redevelopment  Agency  Project,  allow- 
ing tax  increment  financing,  so  in  1996, 
with  the  guidance  of  Mayor  Brown,  a 
new  development  agreement  was  created. 

Next  came  an  agreement  whereby 
Catellus  gave  UCSF  a 34-acre  site  for 
development  of  a new  UCSF  campus, 
but  over  the  objections  of  the  housing 
and  neighborhood  advocates,  NO  housing 
was  included.  Again,  please  reflect  on 
the  UCSF  proposal  for  no  housing  at 
Mission  Bay,  which  was  a condition  of 
the  land  transfer  agreement  with 
Catellus,  who  at  the  time  did  not  want 
competition  for  their  housing  develop- 
ment. After  reflection  on  the  future 
needs  for  this  and  the  Parnassus 
campus,  and  in  consultation  with 
Catellus,  the  university  decided  that 
they  should  include  housing  which  the 
Boosters  and  other  neighborhood  groups 
welcome. 

The  only  objection  has  been  the  185- 
foot  height  (not  160-feet  as  has  been 
widely  quoted  in  the  news  media)  along 
Third  Street  in  an  area  where  NO  towers 
were  ever  envisioned.  The  tallest 
buildings  (160)  had  been  programmed  for 
the  west  side  of  Mission  Bay  near  the 
280  freeway,  gradually  stepping  down 
toward  the  waterfront.  Not  a bad  urban 
design.  Without  any  public  scrutiny  or 
input,  UCSF  spent  close  to  $1  million 
designing  the  new  housing  element.  Mo- 
tivated by  economics  rather  than  good 
design  principles,  the  plan  called  for  the 
out-of-character  tall,  long,  skinny  build- 
ing along  Third  Street. 

Rather  than  developing  a complex 
that  respected  the  design  guidelines  UC 
had  always  offered  to  embrace,  the 
architects  found  technical  factors  that 
allowed  the  185  feet.  What  was  the  most 
troubling  to  the  alleged  NIMBY's  was 
the  precedent  setting  use  of  a very  tall 
building  along  Third  Street.  Why  had  10 
years  of  planning  been  undone  for  the 
sake  and  in  the  name  of  student  housing?

Open  Letter  from  Muni 

Thank  You,  Potrero  Hill 


Capitol  Update 

Preserving  Our  Historic  and 
Cultural  Heritage 


I am  writing  to  thank  those  of  you  who 
attended  Muni’s  Potrero  Hill  neighbor- 
hood meeting  back  on  November  29, 
2001.  I would  also’like  to  thank  those 
of  you  who  phoned,  or  sent  an  e-mail 
or  some  combination.  At  the  meeting, 
we  stated  that  we  intended  to  advance 
the  proposals  we  presented  for  adoption 
in  March  2002. 

Because  of  the  response  we  received, 
we  will  revise  the  proposals  before  any 
further  action  is  taken.  Furthermore, 
because  of  staff  office  moves,  and  the 
efforts  needed  to  address  Muni's 
current  fiscal  constraints  — coupled 
with  the  difficulty  of  trying  to  address 
as  many  residents'  needs  as  possible  — 
there  will  NOT  be  any  immediate 
efforts  to  revise  these  proposals. 

While  Muni  was  pleased  to  hear  from 
everyone  who  supported  the  proposal, 
both  at  the  meeting  and  via  phone  calls, 
letters  and  e-mail,  we  also  got  a very 
clear  message  that  residents  of  Vermont 
Street  are  opposed  to  increased  bus 
service  on  their  street  and  most  res- 
pondents in  this  area  would  like  to 
leave  service  much  as  it  currently  is. 

We  are  looking  at  ways  to  modify  the 


proposal  while  taking  into  considera- 
tion the  responses  we  have  heard, 
particularly  from  those  residing  on 
Vermont  Street.  One  rumor  we  would 
like,  however,  to  clearly  dispel  is  that 
our  proposals  would  require  significant 
changes  to  the  current  parking  regula- 
tions on  Vermont  Street.  That  is  not 
and  never  has  been  part  of  the  proposal. 

We've  also  heard  from  residents  who 
want  to  convert  service  on  Potrero  Hill 
to  electric  trolley  coaches  and  people 
who  simply  want  quieter,  cleaner 
buses.  And  in  addition,  we  note  that 
many  residents  have  supported  the 
November  proposals,  especially  concern- 
ing the  10-TOWNSEND. 

But  at  this  point  we  want  to  reiterate 
that  NO  changes  will  take  place  with- 
out additional  notification  and  discus- 
sions. We  are  committed  to  working 
with  residents  to  hear  your  suggestions 
and  concerns  and  ultimately  provide 
the  best  possible  Muni  service  to  our 
fellow  Muni  riders  and  neighbors  on 
Potrero  Hill.

San  Francisco's  rich  historical  and 
cultural  heritage  is  a key  factor  in  the 
City's  attractiveness  to  resident  and 
visitors  from  around  the  globe.  The  same 
can  also  be  said  of  many  other  communi- 
ties in  the  state.  Unfortunately,  Cali- 
fornia ranks  last  in  the  nation  for  de- 
voting sufficient  resources  to  historical 
and  cultural  preservation,  and  the  exist- 
ing Office  of  Historic  Preservation  is 
buried  in  a department  whose  overall 
mission  sometimes  conflicts  with 
historic  preservation  goals. 

Efforts  are  pending  that  will  poten- 
tially provide  a generous  funding  pool 
for  historical  and  cultural  preservation 
in  California.  That's  why  I have  intro- 
duced SB1247,  which  creates  the 
California  Trust  for  Historic  Preserva- 
tion to  ensure  that  such  funding  is  both 
well  spent  and  fairly  spent. 

You  might  look  at  SB  1247  as  an  effec- 
tive mechanism  for  ensuring  that  San 
Francisco  historical  and  cultural  sites 
that  survived  earthquakes  don't  just 
fall  through  the  cracks  of  a bureaucracy. 

Many  San  Francisco  projects  would  be 
eligible  for  preservation  through  the 
trust.  Among  the  projects  that  have 
been  suggested  for  consideration  are: 

* The  Floral  Conservatory  in  Golden 
Gate  Park; 

* Golden  Gate  Park  windmills; 

* A museum  of  the  Golden  Gate  Ex- 
position on  Treasure  Island; 

* Further  restoration  of  Sutro  Baths 
and  Sutro  Heights; 

* Museum  of  Fishing  Industry  at 
Fisherman's  Wharf; 

* Club  Alabam,  Bop  City,  or  other 
clubs  from  the  golden  age  of  African 
American  jazz; 

* The  Longshoremen's  Union  Hall  at 
Fisherman's  Wharf; 

* Russian  Community  Hall  in  the 
Western  Addition; 

* The  Korean  American  church  where 
Korean  national  anthem  was  written; 

In  What 
District  Will 
We  Vote? 

A critical  issue  rapidly  approaching 
Potrero  Hill  is  drawing  the  boundaries  for 
new  Supervisorial  Districts.  More  than 
100  people  attended  a District  10  work- 
shop sponsored  by  Dept,  of  Election's  Re- 
districting Task  Force  on  March  16  at 
the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood  House. 

New  boundaries  for  Supervisorial  Districts 
must  be  drawn  by  April  15  to  adjust  for 
population  changes  that  occurred  between 
the  1990  and  the  2000  U.S.  Census  Bureau 
reports.  Five  "Conceptual  Maps"  present- 
ed possible  scenarios  that  included  popu- 
lation based  on  equal  land  size,  ethnic 
profiles,  and  preponderance  to  vote.  Only 
one  "conceptual  map"  left  Potrero  Hill  as 
part  of  District  10. 

Potrero  Hill  voted  over  80%  for  Super- 
visor Sophie  Maxwell  in  the  last  election. 
She  has  passed  legislation  that  supports 
the  Hill's  concern  in  areas  such  as  devel- 
opment, planning,  power  plant  closures 
and  restrictions,  and  server  farm  controls. 
She  has  worked  tirelessly  on  matters  of 
waterfront  preservation  and  open  space, 
pollution  clean  up,  MUNI,  Redevelopment, 
and  traffic.  These  are  common  problems 
shared  with  the  rest  of  the  Southeast 
Waterfront.  Potrero  Hill  provides  ethnic, 
educational  and  economic  diversity  to 
District  10. 

But,  because  Maxwell's  District  10  must 
be  shrunk  by  about  7,550  people,  we  could

* Officers'  houses  on  Yerba  Buena 
Island  to  turn  into  public  conference 
center  and  historical  exhibits. 

This  list  is  by  no  means  exhaustive 
and  I'm  sure  there  ure  many  other 
valuable  suggestions  to  be  made.  Of 
course,  other  communities  have  their 
own  sites  of  importance  to  be  added 
into  the  mix. 

The  California  Trust  for  Historic 
Presentation  would  be  housed  within 
the  California  State  Library.  The  Trust 
would  be  made  up  of  the  State  Librarian 
(who  is  now  San  Francisco's  own  Dr. 
Kevin  Starr),  the  President  of  the 
University  of  California  and  appointees 
of  the  Legislature  and  the  Governor 
who  have  specific  expertise  in  areas 
such  as  native  American  cultures, 
Architectural  History  and  other  fields. 

SB  1247  is  awaiting  its  first  hearing  in 
the  Senate  Natural  Resources  and 
Wildlife  Committee.  Ill  keep  you 
posted  on  the  bill's  progress. 

In  the  meantime,  if  you  have  any  sug- 
gestions for  historic  or  cultural  sites 
you'd  like  to  see  eligible  for  preserva- 
tion or  restoration  should  this  bill 
go  into  effect.  I'd  be  interested  in  having 
you  drop  me  a line.

end  up  as  part  of  District  6 (South  of 
Market,  Tenderloin)  or  District  9 (Outer 
Mission). 

Most  growth  in  San  Francisco  has  occ- 
urred in  the  south  and  east  portions  of  the 
City.  The  Supervisorial  District  Map 
shows  all  of  the  current  boundaries  and 
the  population  over  or  under  the  ideal  of 
70,281  people  per  area.  A preponderance 
of  the  audience  expressed  the  importance 
of  Potrero  Hill  remaining  a part  of  the 
Bay  View  Hunters  Point  neighborhoods. 

The  same  concern  was  expressed  by 
residents  of  the  Portola  District,  while  a 
few  people  from  Visitation  Valley  express- 
ed a desire  to  be  moved  out  of  the  District. 
And  the  residents  of  Mission  Creek,  curr- 
ently part  of  District  6 and  Mission  Bay, 
want  to  become  part  of  District  10,  stat- 
ing they  have  little  in  common  with  South 
of  Market  and  have  always  been  part  of 
the  Southeast  Waterfront  area. 

Redistricting  Kits  are  available  ut  the 
Department  of  Elections,  Room  48  at  City 
Hall,  or  by  calling  the  Task  Force  Inform- 
ational Line  at  554-7432.  The  public 
may  call  to  make  appointments  to  use 
redistricting  software  at  the  Department 
of  Elections.  Submissions  for  proposed 
boundaries  for  a single  district,  a com- 
bination of  several  districts,  or  for  the 
entire  city  must  be  submitted  by  April 
5,  2002.

READERS  PROTEST  LIBRARY  CUTBACK

opposition  to  the  Library  Commission’s  response  to  Mayor  Jordan's  request  for  a ten  percent  cut- 
back. More  than  500  Hill  residents  signed  a Friends  of  the  Library  petition  to  the  Mayor,  and  dozens 
of  Potrero  Hill  Middle  School  students  wrote  to  Mayor  Jordan  asking  him  not  to  cut  library  hours. 
Particular  concern  was  expressed  about  the  proposed  elimination  of  Saturday  open  hours.

At  long  last,  the  fourth  bound  volume  of  The  Potrero  View 
has  joined  the  others  on  the  shelves  of  the  Potrero  Branch 
Library.  It  contains  issues  from  February  1992  through 
December  2000,  and  it’s  a biggie!  You  may  need  a forklift 
(or  a wheclbanow)  to  wrestle  it  to  a reading  table!  It’s 
intriguing  to  riffle  through  these  tomes  and  see  not  only  how 
the  Hill  has  changed  over  the  past  thirty  years  but  how  the 
paper  has  evolved  since  its  first  issue  in  1970. 


M AY  1 PARTY  TO  HONOR  BURTON  AND  BENEFIT  1 HE  NABE 

With  recent  ^apportionment  creating  new  Assembly  Districts.  Assemblyman  John  Burton  has 
moved  from  his  Vermont  Street  home  to  his  mother’s  home  in  the  Sunset,  the  new  12th  Assembly 
District.  The  Hill  is  now  in  the  12th  District,  for  which  Assemblyman  Willie  Brown  is  planning  to 
run  in  the  June  primary.  Brown  and  former  Supervisor  Nancy  Walker  will  co-chair  the  neighborhood 
House  event,  honoring  Burton,  which  will  feature  a buffet  supper  and  entertainment.  Burton  began 
his  political  activity  in  the  early  1960s  as  a Deputy  Attorney  General  and  later  as  president  of  the  S.F. 
Young  Democrats,  which  under  his  leadership  took  early  positions  for  civil  rights  and  against  the  war 
in  Vietnam.  When  he  was  elected  to  the  State  Assembly  he  carried  to  Sacramento  his  advocacy  for 
tenants’  rights,  civil  and  gay  rights,  environmental,  consumer  and  workers’  interests. 

ARCHIVES  PROJECT  TO  RECORD  ORAL  HISTORY  OF  THE  HILL 

Peter  Linenthal  and  Bob  Conover,  who  head  the  Archives  project,  began  in  1986  to  record  the  history 
of  the  Hill  through  audiotaped  interviews  of  people  who  have  been  Hill  residents  for  50  years  or 
more.  The  project  has  accumulated  more  than  50  taped  interviews  along  with  photo  portraits  of  the 
narrators  and  historic  photos  of  the  Hill.  Tapes  and  photos  will  be  available  at  the  Potrero  Hill 
Branch  Library. 

NABF.’S  HISTORY  REFLECTS  THE  HILL’S  DIVERSITY 

The  Neighborhood  House  was  first  funded  in  1922  by  a group  of  Presbyterian  women  belonging  to 
the  California  Society  for  Home  Missions.  They  commissioned  renowned  architect  Julia  Morgan  to 
design  a building  to  provide  services  to  Russian  immigrants  who  were  coming  to  the  Hill  in  droves. 

In  1924  the  building  was  moved  90  feet  to  the  north  to  make  way  for  the  construction  of  Southern 
Heights  Boulevard.  In  exchange  the  city  agreed  to  build  a gymnasium  for  the  Nabe  at  a cost  of 
$10,000.  Another  wave  of  immigrants  came  in  the  ’60s,  southern  blacks  who  were  soon  to  become  a 
source  of  bitter  contention  among  members  of  the  governing  board  of  the  Nabe.  Some  were  reluctant 
to  open  the  neighborhood  house  to  the  black  residents  of  the  housing  projects.  Enola  Maxwell,  the 
first  black  woman  lay  preacher  for  the  Presbyterian  church,  applied  for  the  directorship  in  1972.  It 
took  several  months  for  the  board  of  directors  to  decide  whether  to  hire  her  It  took  Maxwell  three 
years  to  pay  off  the  debts  incurred  during  the  previous  directorship.  In  1976  the  Neighborhood  House 
became  San  Francisco’s  86th  historical  landmark. 

ACTIVIST  HONORED  AS  “UNSUNG  HERO" 

The  Hill's  Joyce  Armstrong  was  honored  March  1 as  an  "Unsung  Hero  of  the  African-Amencan 
Community’’  at  an  awards  ceremony  at  the  Western  Addition  Library.  She  was  nominated  for  her 
"consistent  work  with  youngsters  in  the  community’’.  Joyce  coordinates  the  Nabe's  Girls  Club,  and  is 
the  Case  Manager  for  the  Mayor’s  Juvenile  Delinquency  Prevention  Program. 

NO  IDLE  RETIREMENT  FOR  MS,  ROSE 

On  March  27,  Rosa  Hammork,  known  affectionately  by  generations  of  Hill  children  as  "Ms.  Rose, 
retired  after  35  years  of  service  in  the  S.F.  Recreation  & Park  Department.  In  1957  she  was  assigned 
as  Supervisor  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Rec  Center,  and  spent  most  of  her  workday  organizing  programs  and 
activities  for  the  many  children  who  came  to  the  center  to  attend  before-  and  after-school  classes,  and 
to  play  football,  basketball,  and  soccer.  She  also  taught  arts  and  crafts  to  preschoolers  enrolled  in  the 
Tiny  Tots  program  In  1958  she  was  given  the  additional  duties  of  supervising  staff  at  Jackson  and 
Rolph  parks.  Ms.  Rose  will  travel  to  Europe  with  her  mother,  and  fill  her  retirement  hours  with 
volunteer  work.  More  than  100  people  turned  out  to  honor  Ms.  Rose  at  a party  given  for  her  at  the 
Rec  Center.  Some  came  from  as  far  away  as  Sacramento. 

AND  TWENTY  YEARS  AGO  . . . A showdown  was  imminent  in  the  threatened  rent  strike  at  the 
Potrero  Housing  Projects  In  1982  Mayor  Dianne  Feinstein’s  administration  threatened  serious 
cuts  in  the  Potrero  Branch  Library  . . Aghast  at  the  speed  of  motorists  making  the  turn  from  Penn- 
sylvania Street  to  Army  Street,  Goldy  Goldenberg  put  up  his  own  sign  on  the  power  pole  in  front  of 
Goldenberg’s  Brown  Bag  Storage,  that  said  "Dammit  Slow  Down"  Barbara  Boxer  announced  her 
intention  to  run  for  the  Congressional  seat  being  vacated  by  John  Burton,  saying  that  her  goal  in 
Congress  would  be  "economic  security  for  our  citizens”  . . . Artist  Roxanne  Marden  was  eulogized 
by  her  friend  Virginia  Harding  . . . S.  Asimakopoulos  Cafe  announced  its  opening  at  a new  location 
at  the  comer  of  18th  and  Connecticut  .An  electrical  malfunction  caused  a late  night  fire  that  gutted 
the  offices  of  Dr.  Sheldon  Minkin  in  the  20th  Street  Medical  Building.

Father  Peter  J.  Sammon  - 
Minister  to  the  Hill  for  32  Years

The  bells  at  St  Teresa’s  Church  tolled  on 
Thursday  morning,  sending  a message  that  no 
one  wanted  to  hear  Potrero  Hill  had  lost  its 
father  Reverend  Peter  Sammon  had  died  that 
morning  and  you  could  feel  the  emptiness 
already  His  presence  on  Potrero  Hill  had 
worked  so  well  for  the  parish  of  St  Teresa's 
and  for  the  larger  Potrero  Hill  community  that 
his  absence  will  be  felt  for  a very  long  time 

Father  Sammon  loved  people  Everyone 
knew  that  or  realized  it  once  he  left  the  room  It 
was  that  presence  that  drew  so  many  to  really 
hear  what  he  had  to  say  The  life  journey  that 
Father  Sammon  enjoyed  was  a thrilling  ride 
because  he  touched  so  many  and  accomplished 
so  much  Father  Peter  Sammon  exemplified 
the  moral  teachings  of  the  Church.  His  life  is  a 
fulfillment  of  the  expectations  of  the  priest- 
hood 

Though  he  was  bom  and  raised  in  San 
Francisco,  his  Irish  roots  were  never  far  from 
the  surface,  always  with  an  easy  smile,  a joke, 
and  a warmth  that  drew  you  in.  He  touched 
you,  no  matter  what  your  religious  persuasion, 
inspiring  the  passion  of  religion  within  even  the 
non-rehgious.  Everyone  was  inspired  by  his 
ability  to  know  God  and  to  live  by  the  words  of 
God 

He  was  named  pastor  of  St  Teresa’s 
Church  on  July  1,  1970  This  event  was  neatly 
chronicled  in  the  very  first  edition  of  The 
Potrero  View  in  August  1 970  The  View  docu- 
mented his  concern  for  social  justice  during  the 
ensuing  years  In  March  1 990,  under  the 
heading  “No  Pasaran"  (Do  not  pass),  Father 
Sammon  is  pictured  kneeling  in  the  street  at 
Pier  80  preventing  a shipment  of  coffee  from 
being  unloaded  in  support  of  a coffee  boycott 
It  was  a strong  statement  but  a simple  gesture, 
emphasizing  his  unyielding  passion  in  the 
struggle  to  support  the  oppressed  in  El  Salva- 
dor 

Kneeling  with  him  in  the  street  that  day 
were  his  associates  Sister  Kathleen  Healy  and 
Sister  Lucia  Lodolo  These  three  lived  con- 
nected lives  so  full  of  energy  and  spirituality 
that  all  recognized  theirs  was  a complete 
partnership  Father  Sammon 's  strength  and 


humor  tempered  by  Sister  Kathleen’s  love  and 
commitment  and  by  the  modest  grace  of  Sister 
Lucia  They  complimented  each  other  in  a way 
that  if  you  saw  just  one  of  them,  you  felt  the 
presence  of  all  three 

In  1984,  St  Teresa's  Church  became  the 
first  parish  in  San  Francisco  to  declare  itself  a 
sanctuary  with  over  80  percent  of  the  parish 
voting  in  favor  By  April  1985,  a woman  from 
El  Salvador.  Gloria,  became  the  second  to  seek 
sanctuary  at  St  Teresa’s  Her  presence.  Father 
Sammon  said,  “was  a reminder  to  each  of  us  of 
our  personal  responsibility  to  work  for  peace 
and  justice  in  the  world.” 

Later  that  year,  the  U S Government 
began  cracking  down  on  the  sanctuary  move- 
ment by  arresting  sanctuary  workers  and  clergy 
in  five  cities  across  the  country  While  the 
parish  was  womed  about  its  own  priest.  Father 
Sammon  was  determined  and  not  at  all  afraid. 
“We  are  not  the  ones  acting  illegally,"  he 
declared. 

In  September  of  1985,  Father  Sammon 
was  honored  at  the  Potrero  Hill  Neighborhood 
House  for  his  work  at  the  church  Over  200 
people  attended  to  pay  tribute  to  the  hard- 
working priest  from  St.  Teresa’s  parish  Art 
Agnos,  who  would  run  for  mayor  two  years 
later,  said,  “No  one  hears  Father  Sammon  say, 
‘You  can’t  fight  City  Hall,’  but  City  Hall  is 
prone  to  say  you  can’t  beat  Father  Sammon  ” 
Father  Sammon  became  a member  of  the 
Human  Rights  Commission  during  Agnos ’s 
administration  and  worked  with  the  Board  of 
Supervisors  to  pass  an  ordinance  making  San 
Francisco  a City  of  Refuge  in  1989 

In  an  article  by  C J Hirschfield  in  the  July 
1 990  issue  of  The  Potrero  View,  Father 
Sammon  relates  a story  of  the  time  he  was  on 
the  receiving  end  of  a hostile  phone  call  on  a 
live  radio  show  The  caller  berated  Father 
Sammon  and  St  Teresa’s  for  their  role  in  the 
sanctuary  movement,  and  further  condemned 
the  Church  for  the  pain  and  suffering  it  inflicted 
during  the  Crusades  and  the  Inquisition  “The 
Catholic  Church  is  a bad  institution,”  the  caller 
concluded. 

In  response.  Father  Sammon  pointed  out 
the  other  times  the  Church  hadn’t  been  true  to 
the  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ  - during  the  days

of  slavery  and  the  Holocaust  “That’s  why 
we’re  m the  sanctuary  movement,"  he  said,  “so 
that  you  won’t  call  two  years  from  now  and  say 
that  the  church  on  Potrero  Hill  wasn’t  true  to 
the  Gospel  of  Christ.” 

Father  Peter  Sammon  lived  the  life  of  a 
teacher,  a fighter  for  change  and  social  justice, 
a spiritual  leader  who  brought  the  grace  of  God 
along  with  him  By  knowing  Father  Sammon, 
you  could  know  the  true  sense  of  his  religion 
He  expressed  it  in  his  passion  for  people  and 
with  his  never-ending  smile,  a gnn  that  soon 
had  you  smiling  too 

On  Palm  Sunday,  a vigil  was  held  at  St 
Teresa’s  for  Father  Sammon  It  was  a packed 
house,  as  neighbors  and  friends  and  what 
seemed  like  the  entire  Potrero  Hill  community 
turned  out  to  be  in  Father  Sammon 's  presence 
one  more  time  His  brother  Tom  thanked  all  the 
people  who  had  helped  in  the  last  months  of 
Father  Sammon’s  illness  His  friends  recalled 
their  experiences  with  Peter,  or  just  Pete  "I  felt 
stronger  when  he  was  there,”  said  labor  leader 
Josie  Mooney,  who  spoke  of  her  journey  as  a 
labor  organizer  and  of  the  lessons  she  learned 
from  Father  Sammon 

In  an  emotional  moment.  Sister  Kathleen 
and  Sister  Lucia  spoke  of  a surprise  celebration 
Father  Sammon  had  arranged  in  their  honor 


last  year  They  wanted  a moment  to  express 
publicly  their  gratitude  to  Peter,  to  thank  him 
for  that  honor  Sister  Kathleen,  her  voice 
choking  with  emotion,  asked  that  we  join  with 
them  m thanking  Peter  Everyone  stood  and  an 
exceptionally  quiet  memorial  erupted  into  a 
thunderous  applause  that  went  on  longer  and 
sustained  a crescendo  that  no  one  wanted  to 
end 

Simplicity  Grace  Perseverance  These  are 
the  hallmarks  of  Saint  Teresa’s  Church,  the 
heart  of  Potrero  Hill,  personified  by  Peter 
Sammon 

While  his  passing  leaves  a void  at  St. 
Teresa’s  Church,  his  life  there  was  spent 
building  the  parish  and  making  it  stronger  He 
will  live  on  in  that  building  because  he  will  live 
on  in  the  hearts  of  those  in  the  parish  He  will 
live  on  in  all  those  he  touched  - on  Potrero 
Hill,  in  San  Francisco  and  El  Salvador,  in  all 
the  places  he  traveled  His  influence  will 
continue  to  be  felt  even  by  those  he  never  met 
but  who  are  now  better  off  because  of  his  work 
as  an  advocate  for  social  justice  Everyone  at 
St.  Teresa’s  Church  is  sad  but  they  are  all 
stronger  now  for  having  known  Peter  That 
strength  will  prevail  for  the  future  of  St 
Teresa’s  Church,  a future  that  remains  bright 
due  to  the  life  of  Reverend  Peter  J Sammon

Ron  Kaufman  and  the  A.F.  Evans  Com- 
pany shared  their  conceptual  plans  for  a 
housing  and  grocery/retail  development 
at  the  old  S&C  Ford  site  bounded  by 
Rhode  Island,  Mariposa,  Kansas  and  17th 
Streets,  with  the  Potrero  Boosters  and 
Dogpatch  Neighborhood  Associations  on 
March  21. 

The  event  was  held  at  the  new  Live  Oak 
School  at  Arkansas  and  Mariposa,  and 
the  audience  of  more  than  50  people  in- 
cluded some  staff  from  City  Planning. 

For  the  most  part  the  neighbors  were 
pleased  with  what  they  saw. 

The  Evans  Company  staff  joined  with 
builder  Kaufman  und  project  architect 
David  Johnson  in  listening  to  the  neigh- 
borhood and  responding  with  straight- 
forward answers. 

Because  the  new  project  proposes  170 
residential  units  and  40,000  square  feet 
of  market  space  but  is  smaller  than  the 
previously  approved  Macromedia  office/ 


business  service  building,  the  mass  of  the 
building  was  not  an  issue.  The  plan  has 
even  more  open  space  than  Macromedia's 
plan. 

Parking  and  traffic  concerns  headed 
the  list  of  potential  problems.  There 
seemed  to  be  general  consensus  that  all 
the  parking  should  be  entered  from 
Rhode  Island,  but  some  neighbors  ex- 
pressed fear  that  street  parking  will  be- 
come a problem  if  project  tenants  and 
retail  customers  are  allowed  to  park  on 
the  streets. 

Everyone  at  the  meeting  was  happy 
with  plans  for  a grocery  market,  and 
suggestions  included  choosing  between 
Whole  Foods,  Berkeley  Bowl,  Market 
Hall  (Rockridge,  Oakland),  and  our  own 
Good  Life  Grocery.  No  one  in  the  aud- 
ience wanted  a 24-hour  supermarket. 

Evans  also  showed  their  plans  for  the 
housing  project  at  7th  and  King  Streets 
that  is  in  the  final  design  stages.  This  is 
a 250-rental  unit  next  to  the  Baker  Ham- 
ilton Building.

much  different  than  opening  a small 
place  in  a crime-ridden  neighborhood," 
said  Eslick. 

Neighbors  have  stressed  that  they 
are  not  against  nightlife.  The  Dog- 
patch Neighborhood  Assn,  supported 
Sno-Drift  and  Cocomo's,  but  they 
are  in  areas  that  will  remain  predomi- 
nately commercial.  Neighbors  have 
been  working  with  City  Planners, 
property  owners  and  developers  for 
over  the  past  three  years  to  plan 
housing  and  neighborhood-serving 
enterprises  in  this  area.  If  the  large 
after-hours  club  is  permitted,  the  fear 
is  development  of  housing  and  com- 
munity serving  businesses  won't 
happen. 

Over  100  community  members  first 
participated  in  planning  workshops 
starting  in  March,  1999,  and  the  Potrero 
Central  Waterfront  Committee's 


Community  Land  Use  Recommendations 
Report  was  published  in  October,  1999. 
That  report  recommended  housing  over 
neighborhood  commercial  enterprises  at 
the  proposed  club  site.  City  planners 
in  the  Better  Neighborhoods  2002 
Preferred  Plan  have  recommended 
the  same  rezoning.  New  housing  and 
the  light  rail  will  help  meet  the  city's 
needs. 

The  project  sponsor  said  he  plans  to 
begin  construction  of  the  club  as  soon 
as  late  March,  so  neighbors  have  stress- 
ed the  importance  of  raising  their  con- 
cerns to  City  officials  immediately.

In  1984,  Julien  and  several  other 
filmmakers  started  Sankofa,  a filmmaking 
collective  dedicated  to  investigating  the  repre- 
sentations of  black  characters  in  cinema, 
through  the  lens  of  class,  masculinity,  and 
sexuality.  After  two  acclaimed  films,  Julien 
gained  international  attention  and  acclaim  for 
Looking  for  Langston,  a documentary  exploring 
the  queer  legacy  of  African-American  poet  and 
author  Langston  Hughes.  In  1991,  Julien  made 
his  feature  debut  with  the  popular  and 
groundbreaking  Young  Soul  Rebels,  a film  about 
the  lives  of  young  black  men  in  the  London 
music  scene,  which  received  the  Semaine  de  la 
Critique  Prize  at  the  1991  Cannes  Film  Festival. 
He  also  directed  Black  and  White  in  Colour  and 
produced  the  PBS  documentary  The  Question  of 
Equality.  His  most  recent  film  is  Badasssss 
Cinema,  a documentary  about  blaxploitation 
films,  which  is  scheduled  to  screen  on  the 
Independent  Film  Channel  this  fall.  A retrospec- 
tive of  Issac  Julien ’s  films  will  screen  during  the 
26th  San  Francisco  International  Lesbian  & Gay 
Film  Festival,  which  runs  June  13-30.  For  more 
info  on  the  Film  Art  of  Isaac  Julien  exhibit,  call 
978-ARTS  or  visit  www.YerbaBuenaArts.org.

MUNI  Sends  Drivers,  Mechanics  to  Help 
Alleviate  Winter  Olympic  Traffic  Snarls 


Believe  it  or  not,  Potrero  Hill  helped 
contribute  to  the  success  of  the  Winter 
Olympics  in  Suit  Luke  City!  Sun  Francis- 
co Muni  workers  were  recruited  to  work 
on  the  40  Mum  buses  which  were  "loaned" 
to  the  event,  and  longtime  Hill  resident 
Salvador  Garnica  was  one  of  the  Muni 
drivers  who  offered  his  services. 

The  Muni  buses  travelled  to  Salt  Lake 
City  on  low-boy  trailers,  und  held  up 
pretty  well,  according  to  Garnica.  Only 
three  Muni  workers  volunteered  to  work 
the  Olympics:  two  from  the  Cable  Cur 
Division,  and  one  mechanic  from  the  Bus 
Division.  Of  course  the  drivers  were  paid 
for  work,  lodging,  airfare,  and  other 
costs. 


Garnica,  a Cable  Car  gripman/conduct- 
or  since  1998,  is  also  a qualified  mechan- 
ic. After  the  first  throe  days  of  the 
winter  events  Olympic  organizers  were 
informed  about  a severe  shortage  of 
mechanics.  Garnica  told  them  of  his 
skills,  and  was  immediately  switched 
from  driving  the  buses  to  maintenance 
work  on  them.  And  because  drivers  were 
needed,  he  worked  some  overtime  doing 
both  jobs. 

The  buses  were  loaned  to  the  Olympic 
games  committee  as  a gesture  of  good- 
will: since  San  Francisco  is  in  competit- 
ion to  hold  the  summer  Olympic  games 
of  2012  in  the  Bay  Area  - it  sounds  like 
a good,  friendly  idea. 


Muni  wasn't  the  only  company  to  send 
buses  - more  than  1000  vehicles  were 
sent  from  around  the  country  to  Salt 
Lake  City  and  nearby  venues. 

The  buses  and  drivers  were  kept  very 
busy,  moving  18,000  people  to  and  from 
parking  lots  to  the  game  venues  each 
day,  and  the  machines  required  constant 
maiantenance,  especially  when  fueling 
was  done  outdoors,  in  very  cold  weather. 
Garnica  said  that  one  day  he  worked 
during  a 60  mile  per  hour  blizzard. 

When  the  Olympics  ended,  the  workers 
were  treated  to  a big  party  hosted  by 
Steve  Young  (former  49ers  quarterback) 
of  the  Team  Appreciation  Committee.

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Truth  to  tell,  the  picture  above  did  not  come  from  a web  site,  it  came  the  Potrero  Hill  Archives 
Project.  But  so  does  the  news  that  you  can  find  some  very  interesting  stuff  about  the  Hill  by 
going  to  the  Library  of  Congress’s  web  site:  www.loc  .gov.  On  the  Home  Page,  hit  "American 
Memory,"  and  then  hit  “History"  and  search  for  Potrero  Hill.  A number  of  intriguing  items  turn 
up.  You  can  hear  hymns  recorded  by  the  WPA  at  our  Russian  Molokan  Church  in  1938  the 
music  is  beautiful,  hypnotic,  and  sung  acapella.  (And  search  September  14,  1938  in  the  "Today 
in  History”  section  for  the  story  of  the  Molokan  recordings.) 


The  Potrero  Hill  search  also  brings  up  Item  #4,  a film  made  by  Thomas  Edison  in  1898  which 
shows  a cruiser  launching  at  the  Union  Iron  Works,  later  the  Bethlehem  Shipyard  off  of  Illinois 
Street  (so  there’s  just  a tiny  connection  here  to  the  picture  afier  all!).  The  film  is  only  a minute  or 
so  long,  but  don’t  miss  a couple  of  locals  jumping  into  the  bay  at  the  very  end 

"American  Memory"  includes  a section  devoted  to  motion  pictures.  A search  there,  under  San 
Francisco,  turns  up  scenes  of  the  city  in  1906,,  workers  streaming  from  the  Union  Iron  Works, 
and  Fatty  Arbuckle  and  Mabel  Normand  enjoying  the  Panama  Pacific  Exposition  in  the 
Marina.There’s  a whole  lot  more  at  “American  Memory."  Happy  surfing!
